In September 1898 she came of age and took over 
the reins of government, since when her rule has given to 
her subjects the greatest possible cause for satisfaction. 


The Future Husband of the Queen of Holland 
was born at Schwerin on April 19, 1876, and is uncle of 
the present reigning Duke, who is a boy of eighteen. The 
young Prince has followed a military career, and is a 
Lieutenant in the Prussian Life Guards, and also attached 
tothe Mecklenburg Fusiliers, his place of garrison being 
Potsdam. He is a tall, bright-looking young officer of 
essentially German appearance. Duke Henry of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin will receive the title of Prince Consort. He 
will rank as the first Prince of the Dutch royal family, 
but wil be allowed to undertake none of the duties of 
sovereignty. The precedent followed will be that of our 
own Prince Albert.

A. Vermin-Proof Coop and Run. 


N a previous article I mentioned the necessity for 

а constant change of ground, especially during the 

breeding season, Unless this is attended to, chicks 

will never thrive. It is, indeed, surprising that they 

so soon foul the ground, for if a good coop with 

eighteen or a dozen chicks is put out, the grass will be gone 
in twenty-four hours. Even if they do not eat off all the grass 
completely, it is desirable to remove the coops, вз the 
turf can be better kept in this way. By this changing, 
the coop may be placed on the same ground a wee 
or ten days afterwards, and the rest will leave it аз 
fresh asit was before being used. Grass is a great help

to the chicken-rearer, when it is at command, but it cannot 
be regarded as indispensable. Thousands of birds are 
reared every season, and successfully reared, which have 
never had a grass run, Of course, when such a run cannot 
be given, green food in some form must be substituted, and 
in this case it is better to have sand as the floor than any- 
thing else. 'This will only need renewing once a year at 
least, but it must be raked over daily and the droppings 
removed, and dug over once or twice a month. The coop 
and run of which I give an Illustration are about the best 
that a farmer can have. 


An Automatic Butter-Worker. 


The workers previously described in these columns differ 
very much from the. one of which I now give an Illus- 
tration, in that the latter has single rollers and specially 
constructed gearing. The larger size has double rollers, 
and is fitted with pulleys for the application of power; but 
this could only be used in factories dealing with a lot of 
milk; consequently the smaller ones are more likely to 
meet the requirements of the majority of my readers, The 
smaller machines are strongly recommended to factors for 
mixing or blending butters on a small scale, and ап 
additional advantage is that at a very little extra cost fast

Wintering Geraniums. 


My correspondent **J. A. F." may find it difficult to 
keep geraniums through the winter without some fire- 
heat in his greenhouse. These places are for all tender 
things mere death-traps, unless you can provide warmth. 
He had far better lift the plants carefully, shake from them 
the soil, and pick off some of the older leaves, then tie them 
up in bundles, and hang them root upwards in a cellar 
where frost does not penetrate. Many of them may live 
through the winter. Не can also get boxes, 4in. deep 
inside, and about 12in. broad, and into these set the roots 
thickly, covering them well up with some fine soil an 
coal-ashes. Pick off the coarser leaves only, but do not 
cut off the tops of the plants, or the branches will damp 
and die. Give each boxful a good watering. Stand them 
to partially drain, then plaee them in a dry room near а 
window, but frost must be excluded. It may be needful to 
place them outdoors occasionally und lightly water them. 


Pot Mignonette. 


The experience of the lady who writes me from Stock- 
port, and to whom I am sending a little book on gardening, 
purchased with the stamps enclosed in her letter, is not an 
uncommon one. Asa matter of fact, it is next to impos" 
sible to be successful in florieulture in such à district, 
although at Reddish and also at Timperley, a little further 
the other way from Manchester, there are capital gardens 
to my own knowledge. The land selected, or rather, 
forced on my correspondent, is totally unsuitable, an 
the best advice I can give her is to confine her 
attention to culture of plants in pots. Collins's “ Green- 
house and Window Plants" is about the best book 
she should study. A very good result can be obtained 
by raising mignonette in pots, where this very free-growing 
plant is not likely to ruin others in the same bed, as а 
the present time some of mine are spoiling a few choice 
roses.
